NO\ Tr]EELFOR:S Seetion 330 of The t:enal Code of Guru:� as 
amended by Executive Order Number 7 - 46 is hereby further 
amended to read as follov·s: 

"Gambling is defined as a contract between two 
or more persons by which they agree to play b;r cer­
tain rtcles at cards, dice, or other contrivances, 
and that one shall be the wilmer and the other or 
others the loser or losers of money Ol' other objects. 
Every person who gambles is guilty of a misdeneanor, 
and shalJ upon conviction b:\' a c0v.rt of proper jlcris­
diction be punished by a fine of not more ";han �ne 
hundred dollars or by imprisonment not exc:oeding 
three months or by both such fine and impr:Lsonaent. 
li.'agering on cock-fights is excepted from the provi­
sions of this section only where persons v.•agering 
are present in person at a licensed cockpit and are 
eighteeJ: years of age or above."
